Farm  Contracts.  During  the  Spring  of  1972  Farmers  x^ere  circularised  and  given 
details  of  a  contract  scheme.  It  was  proposed  to  carry  out  an  initial  treatment 
for  which  a  charge  would  be  made  and  after  which  a  contract  could  be  entered  into 
on  a  txjclvG  monthly  basis  for  a  charge  of  £5.  Some  farmers  took  advantage  of 
this  scheme  and  the  number  of  contracts  increased  from  39  in  1971  to  69  in  1972. 
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
